OUR WORK AT HOME, 


In each of the eleven districts it is 
eafe to aay that 75 per cent. of the ap- 
pointments are mizsionary ones—that 
is to say, that they are either cironits 
or miasions, the ability of which is in- 
sufficient to pay the pastors « compe- 
tency upon which to exist, while they 
; attempt to break to them the bread of 
'life., We want at least $15,000 with 
[which to provide for them annually. 
This will ecable the Bisbop to appoint 
'men to all of the Mizsion points with- 
out the fear of ther going to 
their appointment with little or no 
pr or pomibility of being-=blo 
'to gov bread for their wives and chil- 
'dren whom God bas given them to rear 
in the vurtare and admonition of His 
holy law, 


IN THE INDIAN TERRITORY AND OKL4- 
HOMA. 

In Oklahoma we have one annual 
conference, 75 preachers, 1,858 mem- 
1 high achool, 4 teacherr, 200 
pupils. Rev. Mr, Dykes bas obarge 
of this miezion echool and is doing 
great work. In it is taught industrial 
and agricultural training, as well as 
the Englich brancbess The BSizon 
High School bids fair to be one of the 
great schools of the weat. If we can 
be able to securs « enfficient amount 
of means wish which to provide for 
our men in this schoo}, we are atis- 
fied that thess people will reflect 
credit, not only upon themaelves, but 
upon the race of which they are mem- 
bers, The opening up of these lands 
in Oklahoma for the people by ibs 


as long as he bas « place in history. 
It is indeed surprising to 820 in what 
great numbers our people bave flocked 
to this territory and ecttled down on 
mall tracts of land, reared their 


homes and began bousekeeping in 
carnest, This ſact alone is quite «uffi- 
vient to at reat forever the ides 
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'be Sieson industrial and agricultural 
high soo00l in splendid condition; thus 
the beart, bead ard band of theee peo- 
ple wonld be trained to honor God 
«and the collntry, Ob! for someone to 
ris up in the name of God, and bn 
manity and give amistance to thoge 
people who are st11ggling for life and 
death, to get an edncation for them 
$6lyes and their childrev, that they

in which tbey live, and the repnablic of 
which they arc citizeus, 
FOREIGN FIELDS, 

The foreign work requires $12,000 
«onually at leant to care for the men 
who have taken their lives in their 
bands, turned their backs npon hom 
and in ome ingtatces wife and chil- 
Iren, and gone to & land inbabited by 
ſorvighers, heathens and etrangers, 
Who bow to woud and stone, that they 
may point them to the Crom of the 
| Bleaved Mater, 

THz WrzST fxDiER. 

The Miezion work in Hayti, is ons of 
whith we feel more than proud. We 
have there even preaching «tations, 
and one iron Church building paid for 
by our Miezionvary Board. This work 
has been quite enccemafal in its «Afort 
to edncate the people and to brivg 
them to Obrist, Rev. Mr, Dorsey bas 
charge of the edncational work in this 

ieoton Station, and is enco-eding 
admirably. He ocollceted and expended 
$14,214 in this work dnring bis stay 
there, We have been greatly awisted 
by the late preaident Hypolite, and 
the Haytian Government, in our work 
bere. If we cunld receive « en ficient 
«monnt of means we could 2o0n make 
this 5tation all that is de.gired. 

IN SAN DOMINGO, 

The work in San Domingo has not 
grown a+ rapidly as we bad expected. 
Dae, howerer, to the fact, poesibly, of 
our inability to provide the right class 
of teachers and preachers. Youu must 
unders:and that the snocees of this 
work depends largely upon the ability 
of the teachers, to teach the French 
language, and to converse freely with 
the people in their own tongue, Our 
obonreb, however, has gotten along 
fairly well, We need five teachers for 
this work to assist the three now in 
the fleld, and one etrong man to 
s«trengthen onr work at San Domingo, 
where wo have been able to rear one 
goud building, and nader the pasto- 
rate of the Rev. H. QC. C. Aztwood, 
who snocceeded admirably. The work 
at Demerars bids fair to be one of the 
most encouraging and proxperous 
fields in all the migzion work. Rev, 
Mr. Franklio, who is statioued at this 
poet, gives very encouraging reports 
indeed, We bave « membership there 
of 185, one schoo!, fivo teachers and 
275 papils. The government bas as- 
s16ted ns greatly if our work; — They 
have given us « grant of 50 acres of 
land upon which to build « ecbool 
bousze and chureb, enfficiently large to 
accommodates the people, and if we 
can be enccocmfal in raicing enough 
money with which to pay for the re- 
cording of the grant, and so forth, ws 
are eatisfied that the means will be 
ſortheoming with which to rear the 
building and proceed with the work. 
$1,800 a year would greatly as$ist us 
iv providing for the work in Dem- 
erara, 


THE WORK IN AFRICA. 

The African work is by far the 
greatest of any in our miaSionary 
flelds. In this work we bave two an- 
nual conferences, eleven elders, eight 
deacons and three evangelists, geven 
mission honses, four local preachers, 
| three exborters and over 1,100 mem- 
bers. 

SIERRA LEONE, 

This work has been nnoder the imme- 
dinte control of thet great self-aacri- 
fieing missionary, Rev. J. R. Freder- 
ick, who has given ten years of his 
liſe's service te build it up. Dr. Fred- 
erick bas one etation at Sierra Leone 
that is self--npporting. The ccbool at 
Sierrs Leone, under his management 
and contro], was never 1h & more proe- 
perons condition, Elder Frederick's 
report shows that the people have 
learned "with great rapidity, and are 
vot obly taking hold of onr Ohbriati- 
avity, but are acquiring all the ways 
aud customs of the American people. 
The work at Sierra Leone has been 
eucceasſnl from the beginning until 
vow. The peoples bare received us 
with open arms aud glad hearts, They 
rejoice to #66 us come in the name of 
the Master to lift them np, There- 
port given by Bishop Turner and Drs. 
C. 8. Smith and W. H. Herd, United 
States minister to Liberis, all corrob- 
orate with the report made by our mis- 
sionary, Bro. Frederick, and his co-la- 
borers upon this point, I appeal to 
you in the name of God for $2,500 a 
year with which to carry on the school 
and oburch work in the Hierra Leone 
conference. ; 

It you will give us this amount ws 
ascure you that four years hence this 
work will be increased 50 per cent. 1 
have asked the faithful women of the 
Parent Mite Missionary 8oociety for 
$1,000 per annum for this work, The 
great work done by them 1n this field 
in tho past gives aesurance that they 
will raiee it. Last year alone they oon- 
tributed $1,100 toward the support of 
the miasionaries in the Sierrs Leone 
Conference, and the erection of 
the Sarah Gorbam Memorial Mis- 
sion house at Magbelley, I believe, 
brethrep, if you will do your part, 
that they will be forthooming with 
theirs, God bless, protect and 
strengthen the faithfal women of tho 
Mite Society. The following statietios

LIBERIA, 

The Liberian Conference bas 17 ap- 
pointments and one. Presiding Elder. 
Onr Mizsjon School is not in a« pros- 
perous eondition as in Sierra Leone, 
and yet we are moving z!ong nicely. 
The Memorial Chanreb, that is being 
bailt by Dr. Heard, at Liberia, will be 
s beacuht etar to point the natives to 
the bleased master, and « monument 
of greatness to the A. ML. E. Chureb of 
Americs. I have been aasured that if 
the ecbool and chareb work in the Li- 
berian Confereres can be provided the 
«mall snm of $2,000 per annum, all 
will be well. The United States Min- 
ister, Dr. Heard, one of the most auc- 
e+6-fnl pastors in the connection, as- 
sared us « few weeks ago, when be 
«nailed for that port, that if we would 
provide them with the neceasary means, 
and the right cla s of men and women 
to teach, that be would retnrn to this 
country fonr years hence, with an An- 
vnal Conference of at leest 100 mem- 
bers, and a membersbip of laymen in 
proportion, All that the people in Li- 
beria want is preacbers and teachers 
who love God, and the work azagigned 
them, and they will be too glad to fol- 
low them. Ob! for the money with 
wh'ch to provide for the earneat ap- 
pea] that comes from this long despised 
and forgotten people. 

SOUTH AFRICA. 

This is one of the newly organized 
flelds npon which we have entered 
*ince the beginning of this quadrennial. 
The Rev. James M. Dwane, of Soutb 
Aſrics, who recently came to the conn- 
try, gives a glowing account of the 
great poesibilities that await the A. 
M. E. Chytch in this ecction of the 


fstherland. He deoclarcs that there 
is no ocbaurch in the world to- 
day that his bretbren r 6- 


zgard as highly as they do the A. ML. E. 
Church. We believe that it has = 
great future for us, and if you will 
come to our reecue with the neceaary 
«mount of money, we aazurs you that 
through God we will bring thousands to 
the Church from the south coaast of the 
Dark Continent within the next four 
ears, 

In all of our missionary stations we 
need sfrong men and women to lift up 
the banner of Christ, It is trns we 
con!d have had quite a larger number 
of workers in Africa, if we conld have 
been content to zend all the persons 
that have applied, but we believe that 
God wonld have the beet men, thoese 
who live the purest lives, whose epot- 
less Chrixtian character, whose true 
and tried love for God, bumanity and 
their race, actuate them to go to the 
miasion field, and it is for this clacs of 
Christian laborers that the Mizzionary 
Department appeals to you for assist- 
ance. 

THE DEMANDS OF THE HOUR, 

We need $114, 900 with which to do 
the work, There are 80me of you pos- 
sibly who will think that this is too 
large an amonnt, but brethren, I fear 
that you have failed to stop and con- 
sider. Think of it, the A. M. E. 
Church has & membership of $00,000 
members, She raized last quadrennial 
far leas than the church was able for 
miasions. Oar membership can "and 
will, I believe, give 14 cents apiece for 
mis0ns, That is all weak; the small 
amount of 14 cents for four years or 
34 cents for one year, to bring to 
Christ the heathen Africans, who for 
2,500 years have dwelt beneath a black 
cloud of heathen darkness, etrangers 
and wanderers from God, his Creator. 
This amount will not only provide for 
the missionaries in foreign fields, but 
gnpport men in the home work, You, my 
brethren, who have undergone sgorrows, 
perscoutions and trials upon the plan- 
tations and in the rural distriots of our 
ſar off 80uth land and upon poor oir- 
caits that no one outeide of the God of 
heaven is able to deacribe. Now I 
come to you and aaure you that if you 
will organize & Miazionary BSooiety in 
your Sunday schools and churches 
and raige this emall amonnt, 60 per 
cent of which you will report to the 
annual conference, and 40 per cent to 
this office, aside from the whole of the 
Easter collections that the general oon- 
ſerence again decided, abould be fcr- 
warded to this office at once, I will zee 
to it that our Miazionary work, and 
Miesiovary Department will be amply 
provided for. The question that comes 
to you is, will you do the work? The 
following is « list of the amounts that 
I most respectſully appeal to you, my 
bretbren, to raiee in your annual con- 
ferences. I am yours for the ancoces 
of Christian Miasions.

For «ome time past the Colored Wo- 
man's Leagne, of Washington City, 
and the organization of the National 
Federation of Afro-Amerian Women 
were desirons for a union, both e!aim- 
ing «apremacy in name and age, bart 
differing very slightly in prineiple 
and work, 

The National Federation was an or- 
ganization brought about by a confer- 
ence that was held in Boston July, 
1895, which was made np of delegates 
and repcesentetive women from the 
different parts of the country under 
the saperintendenecy of Mrs, Booker 
F, Washington, of Alabams, the inde- 
fatigable and zealons Christian worker 
whose patriotism bas gained for her tbe 
confidence and esteem 8hoe well mer- 
rited, 

The Woman's Leagne was a colored 
urganization of women conyened at 
Washington, D. C., in the year 1892, 
which was an ontgrowth of snggestions 
prezented to the women there by 
Mi-s Hallie Quion Brown, Thus we 
*ee, that the difference between thess 
two organizations is & matter of slight 
notice, viz: The Leagne was local and 
confined at first to Wathington, whilst 
the Federation was universal, and deal- 
ing with the entire conntry; but both 
th se organizations were one in 8pirit 
and aim, both tending and struggling 
for the fnlter development of the civ- 
ilization of our people and land, A 
anion of the two nnder one name aud 
hoad was most desirable, and this was 
the chief aim and reason for the con 
vening of the recent conference at 
Washington, a conferences in which 
the yery best spirit of Jove and Chris- 
tian ambition was manifested, the 
desired object of & nnion being ob- 
tained under the name and head of 
the *'National Asﬀociation of Colored 
Women.”

"THE WORK OF THE CONVENTION," 

At the opening of the conventions 
committee was appointed by both or- 
ganizations, aud upon manch_ prayer 
and wise legislatiou the **Union” was 
achieved, the old names were cancelled 
aud the body of workers ats nov 
starting anew nnoder the banner and 
name of *'The National Azzociation of 
Colored Women.” This was hoartily 
greeted by every membez--nnd well 
wisher of the *'cause.” A flow of en- 
thusiasm and renewed zeal for the 
great aud noble work of lifting up and 
living Chriet showed itself in the many 
happy faces by the joyful outpouring 
of 8ongs. 

The convention was blessed with 
20me of the most gifted of our colored 
Fomen, many of whom laid the foun- 
dation of the present condition of 
Christianity among our peopls both in 
cburcbes aud bomes. 

Very intelligently written papers 
were read and the addreases steeped 
with pure, earnest zeal and truths,

These ladies did not forget to make 
« pilgrimage to Harper's Ferry, and 
there, with Mrs, T. H. Lyle, of Minne- 
sots, as orator of the day, befitting 
the cocasion in honor of the illastrious 
hero and martyr, John Brown, 

Harriet Tubman, the aged heroine 
who bas braved danger and death in 
ber effort to rescre ber people from 
bondage, was also present. Her mis 
gion to the convention was chiefly— 
lat, to inform the conference of her 
present undertaking and pbilanthropic 
enterprise, viz.:; The buying of lands 
and building « bome for destitute and 
aged women, and 24, to 80licit aid in 
moneys and prayers for the carrying 
ont of her great and noble undertaking. 
She has already engaged aud partly 
paid for 25 acres of land at Aubaro, 
New York, and is expecting to 66 all 
of ber hopes gratified befors her days 
are ended. A collection of $27 was 
raiged for her, Althongh old, «be 
hes the alacrity of « middle aged wo- 
man, She spoke exceptionally well 
and related gome of the inoidents 
which happened daring the war in 
which she gave mnch acsistano?2.

Historians have written of tho rise 
and fall of 4 f-reut nations. 

Among the vatious that have ricen 
and falleo, none are more cunepionuns 


than the Roman and Ethiopian 
nations, 

The lazst named nation onos tow- 
ered in all the «splendor of ancient 


eivilization, but her glory departed. 
For cevturies this nation was sabject 
to ignorance and its congequencer, 
and finally lost its idenvity as « nation 
in American slavery, God anffered 
this nation to be thns arranged in or- 
der to work out for it « oertain des- 
tiny, 

This «tate of affiirs rendered many 
unhappy, o.using man to bow to man. 
Yet it gerved « great end, It brought 
ignorance in togch with OCbrietian civi 

lization and other olements cavcntial 
fur & people in noch oonditioa to 
KLOW, 

During the two hngdred and forty- 
three years of American slavery, this 
people was being tanght the things that 
wou'd in the future merit its "birth as 
a uation. 

The emancipation proclamation 
foretold the birth of this nation. It 
was an angel from heaven appearing 
to the great Cancasian race to inform 
it of s vation that wonld soon be born. 

Lincoln, thet immortal soul, dipped 
his pep in the gnnshins of love and 
gave to the trembling wires an ab- 
nouncement that stirred the foroes of 
the south, and cansed the great heart 
of the north to beat with patriotiem 
and fidelity to the Union, This ns- 
tion's birth was foretold in the follow- 
Iug words : 

"On the first of Jannary, 1863, all 

pers0ns held as slaves within any »tate 
vr part of « state, the people whereof 
«hall be in rebellion against the United 
States.” 
The Thirteenth Amendment falfilled 
the foregoing propbesy, giving birth 
to « nation with four million 8ons and 
danghters. 

This amendment enatcbed from elav- 
vry's embrace many « weary and op- 
preased child of nature, 

It placed them on their feet, gave 
them an object for whioh to live aud & 
channelin whioh to drift their thoughts. 
Slavery would have been « very ingig- 
nificant thivg if every slave had been 
allowed to think freely. The Four- 
teenth Amendment gvys birth to « ne- 
tion in equal civil rights. These 
rights in many ina!ances bavo been 
denied,ln' tbe Funrtceath Amendment 
guaranteed them to our race. 

Many « chill bas been denied his 
birth-rights,, but that does not imply 
that the effid never was born, The 
«ame is true of the netion wo bare an- 
der cons:;deration, It is « blensing to 
have auch rights incorporated in the 
Constitation, in order that other nations 
might know bow far « $0-called Chris 
tizn government d-greaves from its 
own adoptions, furthermore it will 
hasten the yYengeance of « wiss aud 
junt (40d. 

The Fifteeuth Amendment gave birth 
to the suffrage of this pation. 

The same 1s true of this right as is 
true of the former, 

This boly and heaven-aont privilege 
has been interfered by flendish move- 
monts, The «pirit of the evil one has 
lurked around voting precinets, fre- 
quented law making bodies in acarch 
for « ples to take three privileges, 

That there are eufficient privileges 
and advantages embudied in the abuye 
uamed rights, for & ustion's goud no 
0n6 can deny. 

These rights gave birth to « mighty 
nation, curronnded ih with enongh en- 
aoetmenuts to perpetuate its growth in 
all the forms of oivilization, bat the 
great trouble is justic”e bas fallen 
asleep in the arms of prejuilice, If 
the rights gnaranteed us by the Fuur- 
teenth and Fifteenth Amendments were 
ob-»yed we would not complain. 

Iu the Fourteenth Amendment there 
is a remedy to stop every lynoher, 6s- 
perially that part that reads thas: *'Nor 
shall any atate deprive apy pergon of 
liſe, liberty or property without due 
provess of law, nor to deny any perzon 
within its jurisdiotion the equal pro- 
teotion of the laws.” 

Oh, how many sonls are denied theso 
rights «nd are hnrled into eternity 
withont « trisl to accertain whether 
they are guilty or not guilty.

the spot where tho eggs aro laid, And 
if his bag is slready filled with oggs 
be slips bis new fiud into bis roomy 
vlocves.
